religious convictions of the par-! Vermilion—Sept. 19.

The Church and State, tho’ 
separated by Law, must unite 
in protecting those who have 
been married by a duly compet- 
ent officer authorized by the 
State for the solemnization of 
marriages, and in upholding 
their civil rights and status. 
Nor should the State mit of 
marriages being annulled for an 
Ecclesiastical offence, or because 
it is contrary to the Canon law 
of the Church of Rome, or con 
trary to the laws, rules and, re 
gulations of any religious 
ganization whatever. 

At the same time we duly ad 
mit the right of any Ecclesiasti- 
cal or religions Body to make 
and enforce such spiritual pen- 
alties as may be in accordance 
with its own rules; but with 
oub Bary inege sca or interfering 
with the Civil Status of the 
parties concerned. 

We do not desire to express 
any opinion upon the Civil law 
We leave that to our final Court 
of Justice. But we would re- 
mind IZ that decisions of var-

A common sense view of the situ- 
ation shows that tlLis simply-handled 
material is peculiarly well adapted to 
measures of sanitation and in prevent- 
ing germs from spreading. 


Possibly the place visited more of- 
ten than any other by the farmer is 
his well. If it is so situated that un- 
healthful ground streams can leak 
into the drinking water, there is every 
possibilty of this unhealthfulness be- 
ing communicated to the farmer and 
his family by the most direct route. 
Concrete has done much to remedy 
this. If a well is built of concrete—a 
solid cylinder set into the ground—it 
is impossible for such leakage to oc- 
cur. In the same way a concrete 
dairy provides but slim accommoda- 
tion for disease germs. These two 
simple precautions are a long stride in 
the direction of good health, as water 
and milk, the latter even more than 
the former, are the commonest of the 
germ-distributing agencies and both 
are used frequently by the farmer and 
his family. 


Not only has the modern farmer 
studied out @ method of guarding 
against sickness from sources which 
might, in the case of water and milk, 
be termed, internal. He has gone a 
step further @nd bas decided that the 
barnyard must also be subjected to 
some changes if doctors’ pills and doc- 
tors’ bills are to be dodged. 


The average barnyard—there are 
inany worse, some better—consists of 
a stack of hay or straw, a manure pile, 
a watering trough, and a spongy, oozy 
mass of mud, dirt, and filth, in be- 
tween and al! around ‘

cently Jt has seemed almost impos

He was one 
of the first elected councillors of 
the newly organized town muni- 
cipality: also elected a member 
of the School Board. Mr.

Social and Moral Reform board 
last week for presentation to 
the al assembly in June, 
and last evening Rev. J. Gibson 
Inkster, of the First Presbyteri- 
an church, enunciated some of 
the clauses in addvessing the 
— Trades and Labor Oown- 
ou. 

“Among its most striking 
features the creed declares : 

“For the acknowledgement of 
the obligations of wealth. 

“The church declares that the 


‘getting of wealth should be in 


obedience to Christian ideals, 
and that all wealth must be 
held or administered as a trust 
from God for the good of hu- 
manity. The Church protests 
against undue desire for wealth, 
untempered pursuit of gain, and 
to immoderate exaltation of 
riches. 

“For the application of Chris- 
tian principles to the operation 
of industrial associations, whe- 
ther of labor or capital. 

“For a more equitable distri- 
bution of wealth. 

“We hold that the distribu- 
tion of the products of industry 
ought to be made such that it 
can be approved by the Chris. 
tian conscience. 

“For the abolition of pover- 
ty. 
“We believe in” the mainten- 
ance of a standard of living, so 
that every person shall have 
sufficient air, light, food,  shel- 
ter, comforts and recreations to 
make the conditions of his life 
wholesome. We believe that, 
that, whenever possible, he 
should be led to earn these for 
himself and those dependent on 
him; but that when through 
old age, accident, sickness or 
any other incapacity, the fami- 
ly, or individual is unable to 
become self supporting, society 
should make sleataes provision 
for them.’’ 

This means that the pressing 
problem of the age is political 
economy or the science of fair 
distribution of wealth. The 
times certainly look brighter 
for the fundamental reformers.

IS BUILDING INTO LACOMBE. 


Contracts for the building of 
the C.N.R. into Lacombe have 
been let, and work will be com- 
menced during the coming week.
